Ireſpect ſutable to his Quallity as aforeſald, and freely admitted into the Poſefſion, and to the 
Mniftration of his ſaid Oifice. In which he foon diſcovered his Unqnalifiedneſs, in reſpect of 
kneſs of Judgement, Wickednels of Inclination, and Diſſatection to Vour Majeſties Perſon, and 
kmment: All which Unqualifying 1]-Quallities he abundantly manifeſted by Inumerable 
ns of moſt deteſtable Folly, Villany, Tyrany, and Treacherous Difloyalty ; almoſt daily 
Krated by him, to the great Scandal of Your Mzijeſties Royal Perſon , Wiſe and Juſt 
"ment, (becauſe done in Your Majeſties Name) and to the deſtruction of Your moſt 
$ Dutiful and Loving Subjects, Inhabiting rhe ſaid Province, in their Lives, Liberties, 
(rroperties. 
| a hich vile practices were patiently Born by the People, till they became ſo Numerous 
( Heinous, as to be Intollerable, infomuch that the moſt Wiſe , Virtuous , and Subſtantial 
"ot the Province (ſome being Members of the Counſel ) held themſelves obliged in Dury to 
wa Vajeſty, Fidelity to the Intereſt of the Lords Proprietors, and tor the neceſſary Pretervation 
our Subje&ts, from approaching utter Ruin, to Depoſe the ſaid Foxes, trom the Exercije of

The next day, He the faid late Governour deſired the Counſel to permit him to go (in 
p2ny with ſome of them) to the Accuſers ( Your Petitioners) Houſe,to try if he could py, 
w:th me to withdraw my Accuſation, and deſiſt further Profecution of him ; and to alluy, 
the1eunto, he told me that he would reſtore me to all my Offices (out of which he had uyj 
Expelled me) make Reparation ot the Damage he had done to me, fo far as he was able; ; 
all time to come, he would Govern according to my directions, not doing any thing of a pul 5* 
nature without my Advice: and at his departure he prayed the Accuſor ( viz. Your Maj Pu 
Peiitioner ) to conſider of matters to his advantage, and to give him leave to viſit me the 
day, for the reſult of my Conſideration of his Propoſals aforeſaid ; to which, by his much in 
tunity, be obtained my conſent, and inthe evening of the next day he came again to Your Þ, 
oners Houſe. (and aiter fome hours Diſcourſe) he deſired to know my determinate Reſolutic 
to what he had propoſed to me: My anſwer was to this effeft, viz. That 7 had well conf 
of what I had done before I did it, and that he ſhould have known ( in due time ) the things 
 Gelmyed to his own, and the Publick Peace,and Proſperity. but now it was too late. That his by 
was to make the beſt preparation he could to clear himſelf of the heavy Charge that lay again| 
which if he could do, it would be for his Honour as well as Safety, and the Law would gzve bj 
vantage enough againſt me, who neither expected nor defired any favour from him, in ſuch C 'ſe, 

[ further told him, by complying with his deſires, / ſhould incar a Miſpriſſien of Treajon , 
Puniſhment whereof is toogreat for me to undergo for my beſt Friend, therefore ſurely for hum ual 
manifeſted himſelf to be my mortal Enemy.”

The next day, the Countel cauſed the Accufation to be Publiſhed in the Town of Nanſſa 
th: follvwing day before all the [nhabitants of the Iſland, called New-Providence ; and req 
Your Petitioner to become bound in a Penall Boindof 5oo / to protecute the faid late Gover 
according to Law, for the Crimes whereof I had Acculed him; the which Penall Bond You 
itioner Entered into. 

Norwithitanding all that is before related, the faid Accuſed and Confined Traitor, and o 
wiſe Capital Otiender, (by the [nſtrumentality of tome deſperate Rogues, Pirates and oth 
Seduced Deluded, and thereby procured, and gathered rogether, an lgngrant Seditious R: 
who with che ſaid Inſtigators ( as their Leaders ) on the 2.72h. of February 1692. with | 
and Armes, Relicued the faid Accuſed and Confined Criminal out of Cuſtody; ProclaimedM 
Governour ; forceably entered the Houſe where the Writings ( Seazed and Sealed up for 
Majeſtics Service) were, took them away, and reſtored them to the iaid Criminal, 

After they had fo done as aforeſaid, a party ot the faid Rabble, and tome of their Traite 
Leaders, marched to Your Petitioners Houſe , Demanded certain Books, which were in 
Cuſtody, as a Publick truſt, committed to the proper Officer : who as ſecurity for my Fidel 
the Execution of my Office, had given one thoutand pounds Bond , with three Suretics, | 
were Counſellors. The 1aid Books being denyed to be delivered to them,they preſently (in W 
lomous manner) Brake open the Houſe, Violently ruſhed into the fame, renewed their de 
of the ſaid Books, ſearched Cheſts, Trunks, Boxes, &c. but not finding them, they threatne 
Burn the Houſe down; and one of them preſented the point of a Sword to the Belly, or Bre 
Your Petitioners Wife : Then forceably took Your Petitioner out of my own Houle; and 
my Wite they ſet a Guard of Armed Men , who wouldnot ſuffer her to go with, nor after 
whom asa Priſoner they carried before the Reſcued Traitor, whom they called Governour. 
_ preſently, to ſome of them, Save a Warrant to Commit Your Petitioner cloſe Priſoner, 'i 
place where [ was like to be Stifled for want of Air; and told me, There 1 ſhould lye on tht 1 
floor, without any Supply of the Refreſhments which Nature requireth, to preſerve Life, tiil 1 
* deliver to them the ſaid Books; withal threatning, That my cloſe Confinement in ſuch mani 
aforeſaid, ſhould not ſatisfie them, but they would put me to a ſort of Torture, called the Strap? 

Whereupon Your Majeſties Petitioner (being ſenſible that my Life was in great Dang? 
der the Arbitrary and Irreſiſtable Power of an out-ragious Rabble, that neither feared God, 
regarded Man) did Conſent to deliver the ſaid Books, on condition, to be relcaſed from W 


ſonment, to be paid the Price of the Books, and to be Indemnified as to the Penal Bond be 


delity, which this forced Delivery was a Breach off; All which conditions they promiſed to 
perform, but did only the firſt, viz, releaſe me out of my cloſe Impriſonment. 

Svme time after Your Petitioners Releaſe, fundry of this Traiterous Crew (who had fo reſcued 
Tones, ſet him up as Governour, and Crually uſed me Your Majeſties Profſecutor of him _) be- 
ing ſenſible that they were Obnoxtous to ſevere Puniſhments for what they had done; ro con- 
ceal their Traiterous Ingagement aforeſaid, they formed a Conſpiracy to Break open my Houſe in 
the night, forceably take me out of it, carry me on Board a Pirate Veſſel, rhe Captuin where- 
of was Fones's Favourit, and my mortal Enemie ; Who declared, When he had me on» Rcard, he 
would put me in Irons, carry me away with him, and ( as ſuppoſe ) after much Barbaroas 
uſage 01 Board his Veſſzl, he would have put me on Shore upon fome Deſolate Iſland, where I ſhinld 
have Periſhed for want of  Suſtenance. From which Plot ( having private Intelligence thereof) 
[ faved my felf, by Abicenting my Houſe, and hiding in the Woods, till the taid Pirate was 
gone ; whereby I was Expoſed to great Hardſhip, and my Wite to the Terrors of an Expe&ted 
Burglarious Aſſault on the Houſe, wherein was only her ſelf and a Chuld. 

Atter the aforeſaid Conſpiracy was detected, and avoided, Fores and his Traiterous Confede- 
rates reſolved to Murther me by Aſlaſſination, and one Martin Cock did undertake to do ir, as I 
was informed by one who heard their Conſultation about it ; and thereupon adviſed me to pet 
off the place with all ſpeed, whatſoever it ſhould coſt, or I ſhould be Murthered. But Foxes and 
his Complotters would not permit any Perſon to Tranſporte me in their Veſſels. So that from 
the time of Fores's being reſcued, and ſet up as Governour, which was the 27th. of February, 
1692. to the 17th. of Auguſt next following, I was 1n perril of my Lite, day and night, ar home 
and abi oad. | 

Upon which faid day of Angu/?, a Friggate named Lucazos, whereof Jones's Son was Com- 
mander, being Mounted with about 20 great Guns, and having on Board about 4o Men, from 
England; came into the Harbour of New-Providexce; and in the taid Ship came one John Graves, 
who had been a Wicked Counſellour, and Inſtigator of Fones, to the Exerciſe of Arbitrary and 
WT yranical Power ; and to the Contriving and Endeavouring the Deſtruction of all who oppo- 
Wd their Arbitrary proceedings. _ 

The faid Graves the {ame day that he Arrived, Inſtigated ones to ſend a Company of Ar- 
ed Men to Your Petitioners Houſe, to fetch me as a rriioner before him, the which Foxes 
(id, and by them Your Petitioner was forceably taken out of my Houſe, carried betore Fones,

W'ifonmenr, the ſaid Foes ſundrey times brake open my Houſe by Armed Pirates, which he ſent 
th his Warrant tor that purpoſe. | 

The Affrightments whereof, cauſed Your Petitioners Wite being with Child to Miſcarry, and 
tought upon her Conuvlcion Fits, which was the cauſe of her Death, as ſhe Solemaly declared 
n her dying Bead, betore ſeveral Witneſſes. 

Your Majeſtics Petitioner being a Priſener under the Tyranical and Ulurped Power of Foes, 
hen 7rort came to the Government, by him the ſaid Trote was kept in the fame condition a- 
ve two Months after, and denyed Baile, and delayed Tryal, though I earneſtly prayed to be' 
Wrought to a T ryal, that I might be Cleared by due courſe of Law. ET 

Atter ſixteen months Hard Impriſonment, the 19th. of June 1694. Your Petitioner was

MEMORIAL of the Traiterous Reſcue of Cadwallader Jones ,. and 
Impriſcument of his Proſecutor, Thomas Bulkley. 


& Onday the 27th. of February, 1692. About 10 or 11 of the Clock, Daniel Fackſor, 
& Z7Zhomas Wake, Thumas Witter, Martin Cock, Robert Bolton, Lancelot Lawſon, William 
Smith, Charles Wainright, Sawuel Coverly, Samuel Dunſcomb, Richard Carpenter, Joſas 
Apowen, Benjamin Harris, and Blackden Docden,(in a Company ) came from the Town 
Naſſau, to the Houle of Thomas Bulkley, and the Doors being all Locked, and Bolted, the fa:d 
/iley ſpake to them through the Window, asking them what was their buſineſs, they ren!y cd, 
iy were come for the Countreys Books, and Writings; he the faid Bulk/ey, told them ho ad no 
oks that were the Countreys, tho he had Books which contained the Puvlick Records, Wc. 
hic were his proper Charge, and Truſt, as being Deputy Secretary ; and that {or his Fidelity, in 
«ſaid Office, he (with three Suretics) ſtood bound in a Penal Bond ot one thouſard p: rhls, 
je faid Bulkley alſo asked them, by what Authority they demanded the Books, they repiyed, 
y were the Countreys, and as ſuch,they demanded them ; Bu/kley thereupon 1aid, that he would 
i dliver them on that pretence; whereupon they faid that they would take tizzm by Force, 
/jnmeciately one of them took up a great piece of Timber, and therew:th brake open tie 
> door, which was faſtened with an Iron bolt, then they Furioui:y entered the Houſe, and 
th terrifying Oarhs,and Curſes, they renewed their demands oi the faid Books, which (beg 
041 ) Balkley told them he could not yield thereunto, then they Swaie they would break eve- 
Lock 10 the Houle, he anſwered if they would, he could not wititiand them. Alter ſome fur- 
ir diſcourſe, very abuſive, to the ſaid Bulkley, and his Wife, they faid, it they could not ger the 
oks, they would take Bulkley, and keep him a Priſoner, till he would deliver them : So the 
ceably took the faid Bulkley, out of his own Houſe; carried him a Priſoner to the Town, 
ore Jones, Whom they had juſt before Reſcued out of Cuſtody, and Prociaimed Governour, 
m whom he reccived tome attronts; after which, the ſaid Jozes wrote a Warrant, Directing it 
ſundry of the Leading raen of the ſaid Traiterous Rabble,who preſently put the faid Bu/&ley in- 
acloſe Rome, where they Lock'd him up, and ſo left him for foine time, then returned to him 
in, with horrid Oaths, and Imprecations; ſaying, that his being a Priſoner ſhould not fatisfie 
m, but they would have the Books, or they would burn his Houte down, and would put him 
a fort of Torture, called the Strappadoe; for, doing whereof, Thomas Wake ſaid he would fetch 
haps. Bulkley (inthe Kings name) demanded a Coppy of their Warrant from Foxes,tor his Com- 
tment, bur could not obtaine it; they went away again, but firſt Nailed up the Window Shut- 
s, and thereby deprived him of Light,and Aire; nd told Bulk/ey, that there he ſhouid lye on 
tare Floor, without any of the Neceſlary Refreſhments of Nature, in which condition, the 
id Bulkley was hike to be {tifled, through want of Aire. When they had kept Bulk/ey as long as 
ty pleaſed, in ſuch manner as aforeſaid, they came to him again, and told him , they would 
& kim Counter Security to Indemnifie him from the Penalty of his Security-Bond,for iis Fide- 
Vin his faid Office ; pay him five Pounds, as the price of the Books, and releaſe him trom his : 
de Impriſonment : On which unreaſonable terms, Bulkley (to fave his Lite) did yeild to deliver 
: Books ; which when Bulkley gd delivered, they demanded other Writings, which they had 
tbefore demanded, nor BY mifed to deliver : The which (being the ProduCt ot his «K1], 
labour, for which he had noF'Wen paid any thing, as a vallewable conſideration) he denyed 
GHKliver ; thereupon they reſolved that if he perſifled in the denyal of them, they would carry 
a back again to Priſon; to avoid which, Bu!k/ey (being very Ill, and his Quarters like to be 
'**try bad) was forced to deliver the faid Writings, alſo. But tney neither paid for the Books, nor . 
% him the Counter Security, tho they had promiſed both. |

If I have committed any thing that is Criminal by Law, I ſhould have by 
Legally accuſed thereof, and ſpeedily brought to a Tryal according to due courſe of Law ; | 
conrrary-wiſe, I have been confined in ſuch Miflrable condition as aforeſaid, and yet know 
any crime that I am accuſed of, nor who are my. accuſers, which if any be, they ſhould h;
